The  Glass  Menagerie  was  Tennessee  Williams’  first  great  popular 
success.  It  won  the  New  York  Drama  Critics  Circle  Award  and  enjoyed 
a  long  Broadway  run  in  1945  with  Laurette  Taylor  in  the  starring  role. 
Since  then,  it  has  become  one  of  the  most-performed  plays  in  the 
American  theatre. 

The  play  presents  to  us  a  conflict  between  the  idealistic  struggle  to 
recover  a  dead  past  and  the  necessity  for  survival  in  an  unfriendly 
present.  The  manner  of  production  is  like  the  opening  and  shutting  of 
a  series  of  doors,  offering  sudden,  startling  and  always  central  glimpses 
of  the  characters  in  search  of  their  denouement.
